At least serenty-five "of the Penn- 


sylvania State Police, representing 
the pick of the five troops will take 
part in the first annual Tournament 
Day to--be held at Harrisburg, on 
Wednesday, Oct. 12. The Governors 
of half "a dozen States and state po- 
lice officials of Canada. New York, 
New.Jersey, Massachusetts, Connec- 
ticut, Maryland, Virginia and West 
Virginia, will be present. It will be 
the first meet of its kind ever staged 
in the East and, promises a repitition 
of horsemanship feats that date from 
the old Roman days to the present 
time.. 


Included ia the program will be 


both feats of skill and strength. Ro- 
man racing, broad sword contests. 
mounted 
tug-oi-war, 
bareback 


wrestling, fancy mounted drills and 
a loo-yard race between a trooper on 
foot, one mounted and one riding a 
motorcycle will be some of the fea- 
tures. 


Ten troopers who have rendered 


unusually meritorious service during 
the year will, receive citations from 
Governor Sproul at that time. Dis- 
regard of personal safety is part of 
a trooper's duty but the men who 
will receiv.e citations have disregard- 
ed it in more than the usual way. At 
the same time the Governor will- pre- 
sent a standard to the troop having 
the best-marksmanship record. 


The meet next Wednesday will be 


the first opportunity given the peo- 
ple of the -State, .to see at one time 
troopers' from at .least half a dozen 
other States and; compare them with 
their own.
